In lur 
therauce of the object, however, the Legislature 
of Pennsylvania uavo passed an act dated March 
8,1667, creating a corporation of which Major 
General (Jcorge G. Mcade Is prcstdeut, and Gen 
eral Horatio G. Sickles Is treasurer, with an cf 
flclcnt board of supervisors, who have the power 
to distribute to the boldero of certificates a large 
number of Immensely valuable gifts, consisting 
of diamonds, pearls, emeralds, rubies, Ac., pur- 
chased from cltilcus of the Southern States dur 
lug the rebellion, and which articles will soon 
be exhibited in this city. By this scheme It is 
confidently anticipated a large fund will be cre- 
ated towards the erection of tho Home. A great 
featui c of the afftiir consists iu the fact that every 
purchaser of the certlOcate becomes u eontrihu 
tor to this National Home fund, and at the same 
lime has a direct interest In the distribution of 
the rare gems mentioned above.
